He has al- 
ready been served with notice by the 
Cook County Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion of Chicago that he might as well 
keep away. 

Wednesday afternoon the St. Louis 
Liquor Dealers’ Association held a meet- 
ing, and it was 
hinted that it 
would follow the 
example of the 
Illinois Associa- 
tion. 





The reason given 
for the action in 
Chicago is said to 
have been the 
fear that has been 
installed into the 
liquer dealers’ 
hearts by the 
- wave of prohibi- 
tion that has 

spread over a 
- part of the coun- 
try. 

‘It has been the 

habit of many St. 

Louis saloonkeep- 
ers Christmas eve to dispense gifts of 
liquor to their steady customers with 4 
holiday greeting. 

One popular dispenser of ‘“‘conversa- 
tion water’’ is said to have annually sent 
out to his oldest and best customers 200 
one-gallon demijohns of fine liquor with 

is compliments. Others have been al- 
most equally liberal, the general gift 
being a quart of whisky or eggnogg. 

“For 20 years I used to give away 
quarts of whisky as Christmas gifts,”’ 
said Capt. Carmody, ‘“‘but I have cut 
it out. I found it didn’t pay. There are 
so many Christmas grafters that it got 
to be a farce, anyway.” 

Charlies F. Quinn said: ‘I don’t see 
how any mah in the saloon business can 
afford to give 
away anything. 
There is no mon- 
ey in the business 
now, anyway, and 
&@ man would only 
be adding to his 
deficit by trying 
to imitate Santa 
Claus.”’ 

















“IT don’t know 
what other sa- | 
loons are going to | 
do about it,” said 
John Fontana. “IT 
know I’m not go- 
ing into the Santa 
Claus business 
this year. I’ve 
lost more money 
in the last two 
rears than I've 
made in nine, so what's the use. I won't

Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Seeks Information in 
St. Louis. 





TRAFFIC MEN’ TESTIFY 





McKinley System Manager 
Says Bridge Will Be Com- 
pleted Within a Year. 





The question of how freight, transport- 
ed other than by railroad, is moved 
from one side of thevriver to the other 
and what charges are made for that 
service is being investigated by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, Com- 
misisoner Harlan being in St. Louis to 
conduct the inquiry. 

In opening the hearing in the Court 
of Appeais room at the Federal build- 
ing Thursday mornihg Commigisoner 
Harlan said the purpose merely was to 
obtain information and that no case was 
pending. The examination of witnesses 
was conducted by Walter McCormack, 
attorney for the Commission. 

The first witnesses were George W. 
Burton of Champaign, Ill, attorney 
for the Illinois Traction Co., popularly 
called the McKinley System, and B. 
Stevens, general traffic manager of the 
Same company. 

McKinley Bridge Progress, 

They said the company’s bridge over 
the river would be finished in a year 
and that in the meantime deliveries 
of freight for St. Louls were made to 
the St. Louis and East St. Louis Ex- 
press Co. to be hauled in wagons to 716 
Morgan street. Asked why the road, ac- 
cepting interstate business, had never 


filed a tariff sheet, Mr. Stevens said 
that, not having any physical connection 
with St. Louis the company never had 
considered itself as coming under the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s jur- 
isdiction. 

In the afternoon, to avoid noise, the 
hearing was adjourned to the top floor of 
the Jefferson Hotel. Among those. in 
attendance at the hearing were: George 
J. Tansey of the St. Louis Transfer 
Co. and P. W. Coyle, traffic commis- 
sioner of the Business Men's League. 


HEADLESS BODY IDENTIFIED 
AND BARBER IS ARRESTED 


Former Soldier Who Had Money

Noble went to Lexington and Simpson 
get work at Harrodsburg.

Oscar H. Gaut's body lay in the dark- 
ened home at 3911 Greer avenue Thurs- 
day, while bis widow wept at the failure 
of her attempt by the extreme means 
of a divorce suit, to reform his habits 
and restore their old-time happiness, 
Gaut shot and killed himself in his of- 
fice at ‘900 South Second street Wednes- 
day afternoon, a short time after a tel- 
ephone conversation in which he had 
asked his wife to withdraw her suit, 
filed two months ago, and to receive him 
again in their home. 

The request was one for which Mrs. 
Gaut had been waiting and hoping. “It 
was only to bring him to his senses” 
she said to her friends, that she had 
filed her suit. 

So her enswer was prompt. She would 
drop the suit, and the home would be re- 
established, on one condition, The hus- 
band must promise to save liquor 
alone. 

‘It's no use.” said Gaut despairingly, 
and the telenhone conversaticn ended. 
Farewell Letter to Wife. 
Then, with the purpose formed which 
he was in a few minutes to execute, he 
wrote @ letter, addressed it to hig wife, 
sealed it and affixed a spécia! delivery 

stamp, 
The contents of the letter, received at 
the home four hours later, are the 
wife’s secret. She read to intimate 
friends Thursday only the closing sen- 
tences of the long document. 
“You have done right,’’ the letter 
ended. “Bury me in Bellefontaine Cem- 
etery, without religious ceremonies. 
With a heart full of love, 

“YOUR HUSBAND,” 
‘I do not think I shall observe the 
last request,” said Mrs. Gaut. “My 
husband was formerly an active mem- 
ber of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church in Nashville, Tenn., and I shall 
ask a minister to conduct the funeral.’’ 

Mrs. Gaut reached the City Hospital| 

Wednesday evening before her hus- 
band’s death, but after the power of 
showing recognition had left him. 
The shot, fired inte his mouth, with 
which Gaut ended his life, was heard 
by 20 young women, employed in the 
offices of the American Supply Co., 
ef which he was secretary and man- 
ager. 

Miss Mary Schott, a stenographer, en- 
tered and tried to restore the uncon- 
scious man, who had fallen to the floor, 
by splashing his wrists and temples with 
cold water. Others aided her in her ef- 
forts until an ambulance arrived. 

Came From Nashville, 

Gaut was formerly in the furniture 
business in Nashville, Tenn. He failed 
in the business depression of 1893, and, 
his widow says, severed his church con- 
nection because of his misfortune. Soon 
he objected to her going to church and 


The family removed to St. Louis, and 
Gaut made a successful attempt to get 
on his feet again. But the bitterness 
which his first failure had caused did 
not wholly leave him, and the taste 
for drink began to grow on him, 

After the filing of the suit, Gaut left 
the home which he and his wife had 
bought by 10 years of ecenomy. He did 
not cease to provide for the family, and

Has Vinited 3200 Prisons, 

In those 14 years he has visited every 
nd has 
been in 1800 county jails and 1400 poor- 
houses. Through him the first juvenile 
court was established in Chicago 14 
years ago. 

He and his aged wife have just re- 
turned from Oklahoma, where they have 
been working for the establishment of 
juvenile courts. ‘They went from there 
to Omaha and as Mr. Orne’s health 
was failing they went down the Missouri 
River in a skiff to Kansas City, hop- 
ing that. the trip would benefit him. 
They think that he contracted the ma- 
laria on that trip. 


Went to City Hospital. 
When they reached St Louis they 


went to 1528 Olive street, but when he 
became worse he went to the City Hos- 
pital for two reasons, one was that they 
had little money, the other wag that he 
could be treated more skillfully in a hos- 
pital. 

When Mr. Orne conceived the idea of 
juvenile courts he was pastor of a 
Congregational church in Wentworth, 
N. H. There are juvenile courts in 3% 
states as the result of his inspiration.

ECONOMIC LAW 


Says They Mustn’t Be Mere 
Receivers and Lenders of 
Deposits. 





WHAT CAUSES PANICS? 





Prosperity and Depression Al- 
ternate According to a Rule, 
He Declares, 





That the banker of the future must 
be a student of political economy rath- 
er than a mere receiver and lender of 
deposits is the opinion of Charles H. 
Huttig, president of the Third National 
Bank, expressed in an address delivered 


before Group 10 of the Missouri Bank- |. 


ers’ Association at Joplin Wednesday. 

In his address Mr. Huttig reiterated 
what he had said previously to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter on the subject of 
bank deposit guaranties. He denounced 
that plan as subversive of sound busi- 
ness and impracticable. 

He said that prosperity and depres- 
sion rotate according to a natural law 
and that bankers must strive to ascer- 
tain that law and prevent its operation 
disastrously to the business interests of 
In exjlanation of panics 
and of the recovery from panics, * Mr. 
Huttig said: 

Gold Rates in 1900. 

“In the year 1900 we had $8.40 of gold 
in the United States for every $100 of 
net deposits in our banking institu- 
tions. We will assume that this was a 
healthy ratio. 

“In the succeeding year ending with 
1906, the country witnessed an unusual 
degree of prosperity in which prices of 
securities, commodities, and properties 
enhanced very materially, and largely 
by reason of the increased prices of all 
things, a larger amount of bank credits 
was required to handle the business of 
the country. 

“This gain in bank loans produced a 
corresponding increase in bank depos- 
its, and while the volume of money 
grew larger, it did not increase in a 
ratio to keep pace with the greater 
bank credits, and at the end of 1906, the 
ratio'of gold to deposits was $6.30 to 
$100. 

Too Much Prosperity. 

"The foundation of gold for the su- 
péerstructure of bank credits had con- 
traced 26 per cent, an dnsafe conditgon. 
We had an insufficiency of money to 
take care of the business interests of 
the country, and at the same time to 
furnish the cash to gather and move 
the crops, 

“This was evident to some of us as 
early as the fall of 196. It was a case 
of too much prosperity for the facilities 
at our command. 

“Every banker knows the importance 
of maintaining a proper ratio of cash 
to bank credits or deposits. He is 
aware that when the percentage of 
cash to deposits is below a certain point 
there igs danger ahead. What applies to 
the individual bank also pertains tothe 
aggregate of all banM™s. Therefore the 
conditions that existed at the end of 
1906 proved to be unsound. 

“It follows that an adjustment to 
healthy proportions of cash to deposits

The red-bearded man was Giuseppi Garibaldi, a young Italian sailor. He 
had taken part in an attempt to free Italy from the tyrannical yoke of Austria. 
The plot had failed. and he had escaped to South America. There he had 
plunged eagerly into the maze of revolutions that have always convulsed 
South American States. Garibaldi’s genius as a born military leader made 
his .services valuable. His rough honesty, in that land of graft and corruption, 
won kim universal trust. 

He joined the party that was In rebellion against the Brazilian Empire and 

won a series of brilliant victories against stronger foes. Several times he was 
badly wounded, more than once was taken prisoner, and at one time was put 
to torture. From place to place in -South America he wandered, always 
drawing his sword for ‘liberty and against oppression. It was on a day when 
his fortunes were at their ebb that he sailed past the Brazilian village of 
Barra, examining the shore through his telescope.

He rowed ashore and set out to find the house at whose 
window that face had appeared. He searched in vain. He could not locate 
the dwelling. In despair he was about to return to his vessel when he chanced 
to meet in the streets a man with wnom he had some slight acquaintance. 
This Brazilian invited the disappointed Italien to come home with him for a 
cup of coffee and a cigarette. On entering his host’s house the first person 
on whom Garibaldi’s eye fell was the girl he had been so vainly seeking. 
The owner of the villa introduced her as his daughter Anita. Garibaldi, in 
his autobiography, thus describes the scene that followed: 

“We both remained in ecstatic silence, gazing at each other like two per- 
sons who do not meet for the first’ time and who seek in each other’s face 
something that shall revive remembrance. At last I saluted her and said: 
‘You must be mine!) I knew but little Portuguese, so I spoke these auda- 
cious words in Italian. However, I seemed to have some magnetic power in 
my insolence. I had tied a knot that death alone could break.”’ 

From that moment to the day of Anita‘s death the strangely met couple 
adored each other. Anita was Garibaldi’s first and only love, and she was 
just the sort of wife for such a man. She shared his terrible hardships with- 
out a word of complaint, faced wretched poverty with a smile and walked 
serenely with her warrior-husband on the ragged edge of mortal danger. 

In battles she fought, sword in hand. at his side. Once, during a charge, 
when a soldier fell dead, she snatched up the slain man’s musket and con- 
tinued to load and fire it until the enemy retreated. In a South American 
sea fight once the deck of Garibaldi’s Ship was swept by a hail of shot and 
shell that drove many of the defenders to the shelter of cabin and forecastle. 
Garibaldi paused in his task of commanding the maneuvers long enough to shout 
to Anita to go below for safety. 

“I will go!” she cried, “ and drive back to the deck those cowards who 
are skulking down there. Then Ill join you again.” 

In a battle far inland Anita was cut off from her husband’s troops and 
found herself surrounded by the enemy. She was ordered to surrender. In- 
stead she fired both her pistols into the ranks of her foes and put spurs to her 
horse. She broke through the hostile line, but.her horse was shot dead and, 
dismounted, she: was unable to escape. When captured she waited for 
nightfall, then stole’a horse and galloped into the forest. The enemy pursued 
her. She was forced to swim a swollen river, clinging with one hand to 
Pee the tail of her horse, and. for several days fied,

To Anita’s inspiration much of Garibaldi’s later fame is due.

Privation and exposure 
had proved too much for Anita. After her husband’s defeat she sickened and 
died in Ravenna, in 1849. Garibaldi, heartbroken, fled to America, where he set- 
tled for a time on Staten Island, only to rush back, at the first chance, to his 
native land, there to continue the fight for liberty, until all Italy was at last 
free. Then the lonely hero who had done so much for freedom’s cause refused 
all titles and rewards, retired from public life and ended his days as a farmer 
on a little Italian island he had bought.

Provides More Transportation 
Facilities Without Increas- 
ing Taxation.

The Civic League of St. Louis, through 
its executive board, is urging the adop- 
tion of the eighth constitutional amend- 
ment, which confers the power upon St. 
Louis to increase its transportation fa- 
cilities by issuing bonds for the con- 
struction or acquisition of subways. 
The amendment itself does not in- 
crease the taxation for subway purposes, 
but merely gives St. Louis authority 
to do so whenever a majority of the 
voters of the city desire it. 
The Civic League states that the rap- 


‘iid growth of the city will soon make 


subways necessary. Under the plan that 
has been practically agreed upon the 
subways owned by the city will be self- 
sustaining and will pay for themselves 
in time. Persons desiring to vote “yes” 
on this amendment will strike out the 
line followed by the word “No.” 
Bond Issues Proposed. 

In addition to the eight constitutional 
amendments the people of St.. Louis will 
have the opportunity of voting upon 
three bond issue propositions. 

One authorizes an increase in the 
public debt of $500,000 for the erection 
of a new Union Market, another for 
increasing the public debt $700,000 to 
buy the old Fair Grounds for a park, 
and the third for an increase of $100,000 
to buy a park at Goode, Pendleton, Cot- 
tage and St. Ferdinand avenues. The 
bond issue propositions, if carried, will 
increase the bonded indebtedness- $1,- 
300,000. 

Big Increase for Legislators. 

The first constitutional amendment 
provides for an increase in salary of 
State representatives and senators from 
$7 a day for 70 days each session to 
$1500°a year. If this amendment is car- 
ried the pay of a Representative for a 
term will be increased from about $350 
to $3000. 

The second amendment gives County 
Courts, in counties not having township 
organization, power to levy a tax of 25 
cents on the $100 valuation for road and 
bridge improvement purposes. 

The third amendment is the initiative 
and referendum, providing that electors 
may initiate legislation for the action 
of a legislative body, or may reject if 
after it has been passed. . 

The fourth amendment provides for 
an increase in the number of Sepreme 
Court Justices from seven to nine, and 
@ small increase in the salaries of all 
the Supreme judges. 

To Separate Revenue Sources. 

The fifth amendment gives the Gen- 


‘eral Assembly the right to separate the 


sources of révenue and the Municipal 
Assembly the right to exempt from 
local taxation any class of property. 

The sixth amendment applies to 
towns of 2000 to 30,000 population and 
gives them authority to issue bonds for 
waterworks and electric light plants. 
The seventh amendment authorities the 
assessment and collection of 10 cents on 
the $100 valuation for road improve- 
ments. This amendment'is said to be 
in conflict with the fifth amendment.

says if women get up in the morning 
feeling all out of sorts and wondering 
how they are going to get through the 
day’s work, they should smoke a cigar- 
ette. Take this dose three times a day 
and they will feel like a new woman. 

Another good treatment is the corset, 
according to Dr. L. E. Landone of Los 
Angeles, in an address to the Hundred 
Year Club, a prominent woman’s or- 
ganization. He says corsets are good 
for women, because their torso muscles 
have been weakened by generations of 
corset-wearers, until now the average 
feminine form cannot support itself 
properly without them.

Cigarettes Good for Women, 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—Dr. Ra- 
chaé] 8S. Skidelsky, one of the best 
known women physicians of Philadel- 
phia, after startling the Women’s Club 
yesterday by defending the tobacco 
habit among men, startled it still more 
by advocating the use of cigarettes nel 
women.

As men find it 
valuable to soothe their nerves, I do 
not see why women, whose worries are 
more numerous and whose nervous or- 
ganization is more delicate, should not 
find benefit in its proper use also.
